7.6.Production to be reported and used in calculating effluent discharge levelsin terms of kg/kkg shdl be the
weight in kilograms of raw material processed, in the form in which it is received at the processing plant, on the
day of effluent sampling, except for the hand-shucked oyster, steamed and canned oyster, and scalop
processing subcategories, for which production shal mean the weight of oyster or scallop mest after processing.
The effluent levelsin terms of kg/kkg shall be calculated by dividing the measured pollutant load in kg/day by the
production level in kkg (thousands of kilograms).
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PART Il

STORM WATER POLLUTION PREVENTION PLANS

A storm water pollution prevention plan shall be developed for each facility covered by this permit which has
sarm water discharges and felts is dassfied under SIC Cade 2091 or 2092. Storm water pollution prevention
plans shal be prepared in accordance with good engineering practices. The plan shdl identify potentia sources
of pollution which that may reasonably be expected to affect the quality of storm water discharges associated
with indudrid activity from the facility. In addition, the plan shal describe and ensure the implementation of
practices whichthat are to be used to reduce the pollutants in storm water discharges associated with indugtria
activity at the facility and to assure compliance with the terms and conditions of this permit. Facilities must
implement the provisons of the sorm water pollution prevention plan required under this part as a condition of
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this permit.

A. Deadlines for Plan Preparation and Compliance

3. Upon ashowing of good cause, the director may establish alater date in writing for preparing and

compliance with aplan for a sorm water discharge associated with industria activity that submitsa

registration statement in accordance with the registration requirements.

B. Sgnature and Plan Review
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1 The plan shdl be sgned in accordance with PartH-G-Part LLLK (Sgnatory requirements), and
be retained on-Ste at the facility covered by this permit in accordance with PartH-C(retenttornrof

records) Part LLLLB (records) of this permit.

2. The permittee shal make plans available to the department upon request.

3. Thedirector may notify the permittee a any time that the plan does not meet one or more of the
minimum requirements of this part. Such notification shdl identify those provisions of the permit
which are not being met by the plan, and identify which provisons of the plan require modifications
in order to meet the minimum requirements of this part. Within 30 days of such natification from the
director, or as otherwise provided by the director, the permittee shal make the required changesto
the plan and shdl submit to the department a written certification that the requested changes have
been made.

C. K eeping Plans Current

The permittee shdl amend the plan whenever there is a change in design, construction, operation, or
maintenance, which has a sgnificant effect on the potentia for the discharge of pollutants to surface
waters of the state or if the ssorm water pollution prevention plan provesto be ineffective in diminating
or Sgnificantly minimizing pollutants from sources identified under Part 11.D.2 (description of potentia
pollutant sources) of this permit, or in otherwise achieving the generd objectives of contralling pollutants
in storm water discharges associated with indudtrid activity.

D. Contents of Plan
The plan shdl incdlude, a aminimum, the following items:
1. Pollution Prevention Team. Each plan shdl identify a specific individud or individuas within the
facility organization as members of a storm water pollution prevention team that are responsible for

developing the storm water pollution prevention plan and assigting the facility or plant manager inits
implementation, maintenance, and revison. The plan shdl clearly identify the responsibilities of each
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team member. The activities and responsibilities of the team shall address dl aspects of the facility's
gorm weter pollution prevention plan.

2. Destription of Potential Pollutant Sources. Each plan shall provide a description of potentid
sources which may reasonably be expected to add significant amounts of pollutants to storm water
discharges or which may result in the discharge of pollutants during dry westher from separate storm
sewers draining the facility. Each plan shdl identify dl activities and sgnificant materids which may
potentidly be sgnificant pollutant sources. Each plan shdl include, & a minimum:

a Drainage.

1. A stemap indicating an outline of the portions of the drainage area of each orm
water outfall that are within the facility boundaries, each existing structurd control
measure to reduce pollutantsin storm water runoff, surface water bodies, locations
where sgnificant materids are exposed to precipitation, locations where mgor spills
or lesksidentified under Part 11.D.2.c (spills and leaks) of this permit have
occurred, and the locations of the following activitieswhere sich activities are
expased to precipitation: fuding dations, vehicle and equipment maintenance and/or
cleaning aress, loading/unloading aress, locations used for the treatment, storage or

disposa of wastes, liquid storage tanks, processing areas and storage areas. The

2. For each area of the facility that generates storm water discharges associated with
indugtrid activity with a reasonable potentia for containing significant amounts of
pollutants, a prediction of the direction of flow, and an identification of the types of
pollutants which are likely to be present in storm water discharges associated with
indugtrid activity. Factorsto consder include the toxicity of the chemicds, quantity
of chemicals used, produced or discharged; the likelihood of contact with ssorm
water; and history of significant leaks or spills of toxic or hazardous pollutants.
Hows with adgnificant potentid for causing eroson shdl be identified.
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b. Inventory of Exposed Materids. An inventory of the types of materias handled at the
gtethat potentidly may be exposed to precipitation. Such inventory shall include a
narrative description of significant materias that have been handled, treated, stored or
disposed in amanner to alow exposure to sorm water between the time of three years
prior to the date of coverage under this general permit and the present; method and
location of on-Site storage or disposal; materials management practices employed to
minimize contact of materias with storm water runoff between the time of three years
prior to the date of coverage under this genera permit and the present; the location and
adescription of exigting structural and non-structural control measures to reduce
pollutants in storm water runoff; and a description of any trestment the sorm water

recelves.

C. Spillsand Lesks. A list of significant spills and significant lesks of toxic or hazardous
pollutants that occurred at areas that are exposed to precipitation or that otherwise
drain to a storm water conveyance at the facility after the date of three years prior to the
date of coverage under this generd permit. Such list shall be updated as appropriate
during the term of the permit.

d. Sampling Data. A summary of exigting discharge sampling data describing pollutantsin
gorm water discharges from the facility, including asummary of sampling data collected
during the term of this permit.

e Risk Identification and Summary of Potential Pollutant Sources. A narrative description
of the potentid pollutant sources from the following activities: loading and unloading
operations; outdoor storage activities, outdoor manufacturing or processing activities,
sgnificant dust or particulate generating processes; and onSite waste disposal practices.

The description shdl specificdly list any significant potentid source of pollutants a the
ste and for each potentid source, any pollutant or pollutant parameter (e.g. biochemica
oxygen demand, etc.) of concern shall be identified.

3. Messures and Controls. Each facility covered by this permit shall develop a description of storm
water management controls gppropriate for the facility, and implement such controls. The
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gppropriateness and priorities of controlsin aplan shal reflect identified potentia sources of
pollutants at the facility. The description of storm water management controls shall addressthe
following minimum components, induding a schedule for implementing such controls:

a Good Housekeeping. Good housekeeping requires the maintenance of areas which

may contribute pollutants to sorm waters discharges in a clean, orderly manner.

b. Preventive Maintenance. A preventive maintenance program shal involve timely
ingpection and maintenance of storm water management devices (e.g. cleaning oil/water
separators, catch basins) as well as ingpecting and testing facility equipment and systems
to uncover conditions that could cause breskdowns or failures resulting in discharges of
pollutants to surface waters, and ensuring gppropriate maintenance of such equipment
and systems.

C. Spill Prevention and Response Procedures. Areas where potentia spills which can
contribute pollutants to storm water discharges can occur, and their accompanying
drainage points shdl be identified clearly in the storm water pollution prevention plan.
Where appropriate, specifying material handling procedures, storage requirements, and
use of equipment such as diversion valvesin the plan should be considered. Procedures
for cleaning up spills shdl beidentified in the plan and made available to the gppropriate
personnd. The necessary equipment to implement a clean up should be available to
personnd.

d. Inspections. In addition to or as part of the comprehensve site compliance evauation

required under Part 11.D.4 of this permit, quatifrecHfacitity-personnd fadility personnd

water pallution prevention plan shal be identified to ingpect designated equipment and

aress of the facility where patentia for exposure to sorm water exis

at appropriate intervals

gpecified inthe plan. A set of tracking or follow up procedures shall be used to ensure
that appropriate actions are taken in response to the ingpections. Records of
ingpections shall be maintained.
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e Employee Training. Employee training programs shal inform personnd respongible for
implementing activities identified in the sorm water pollution prevention plan or
otherwise responsible for sorm water management a dl leves of responsibility of the
components and goas of the slorm water pollution prevention plan. Training should
address topics such as il response, good housekeeping and materiad management
practices. A pollution prevention plan shdl identify periodic dates for such training.

f. Record keeping and Internal Reporting Procedures. A description of incidents such as
Follls, or other discharges, aong with other information describing the quality and
quantity of storm water discharges shdl be included in the plan required under this part.

I ngpections and maintenance activities shal be documented and records of such
activities shal be incorporated into the plan.

o] Sediment and Erosion Control. The plan shall identify areas which, due to topography,
activities, or other factors, have ahigh potentid for sgnificant soil erosion, and identify
sructurd, vegetative, and/or stabilization measures to be used to limit erosion.

h. Management of Runoff. The plan shdl contain a narrative consderation of the
gppropriateness of traditional storm water management practices (practices other than
those which control the generation or source(s) of pollutants) used to divert, infiltrete,
reuse, or otherwise manage storm water runoff in amanner that reduces pollutantsin
gorm water discharges from the Site. The plan shal provide that measures that the
permittee determines to be reasonable and appropriate shal be implemented and
maintained. The potentid of various sources a the facility to contribute pollutants to
storm water discharges associated with industrial activity (see Part 11.D.2 (description of
potentia pollutant sources) of this permit) shal be considered when determining
reasonable and gppropriate measures. Appropriate measures may include: vegetative
swales andpractiees, reuse of collected storm water (such asfor aprocess or asan
irrigation source), inlet controls (such as oil/water separators), snow management
activities, infiltration devices, and wet detention/retention devices.
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4. Comprehengve Site Compliance Evauation. Qualifredpersonnel Eadility personnd who are familiar
nith the plant operations, best management practices and the sorm water pallution prevention plan
shdl conduct site compliance evauations a gppropriate intervals specified in the plan, but in no case
lessthan once ayear. Such evauations shdl provide:

a Areas contributing to a storm water discharge associated with indugtria activity shdl be
visudly ingpected for evidence of, or the potentid for, pollutants entering the drainage
system. Measures to reduce pollutant loadings shall be evauated to determine whether
they are adequate and properly implemented in accordance with the terms of the permit
or whether additional control mesasures are needed. Structural storm water
management measures, sediment and erosion control measures, and other structura
pollution prevention measures identified in the plan shall be observed to ensure that they
are operating correctly. A visud ingpection of equipment needed to implement the plan,
such as soill response equipment, shal be made.

b. Based on the results of the ingpection, the description of potentid pollutant sources
identified in the plan in accordance with Part 11.D.2 (description of potentia pollutant
sources) of this permit and pollution prevention measures and controls identified in the
plan in accordance with Part 11.D.3 (measures and controls) of this permit shdl be
revised as appropriate within 14 days of such ingpection and shdl provide for
implementation of any changesto the plan in atimely manner, but in no case more than
90 days after the ingpection.

C. A report summarizing the scope of the inspection, personnel making the ingpection, the
date(s) of the ingpection, mgor observations relaing to the implementation of the sorm
water pollution prevention plan, and actions taken in accordance with Part 11.D.4.b of
this permit shal be made and retained as part of the sorm water pollution prevention
plan asrequired in Part+H-€ Part LIL.B. Thereport shal identify any incidents of
noncompliance. Where areport does not identify any incidents of noncompliance, the
report shal contain a certification that the facility isin compliance with the sorm water
pollution prevention plan and this permit. The report shdl be Sgned in accordance with
ParttH-G Part L1L K (signatory requirements) of this permit and retained asrequired in
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5. Conggtency with other plans. Storm water pollution prevention plans may reftect reference the
requirements for Spill Prevention Control and Countermeasure (SPCC) plans developed for the
fadility under § 311 of the Clean Water Act or Best Management Practices (BMP) Programs
otherwise required by aVPDES permiit for the facility aslong as such requirement is incorporated
into the storm water pollution prevention plan.
